Daring son saves 
mum from gunman 
in her own home

AHAVE-A-GO hero put his life at risk 
and bravely tackled a gun-wielding rob¬ 
ber who was pointing the weapon at his 
mother in her own home. 

When Shahnur Miah, 30, heard loud 
bangs coming from his 59-year-old moth¬ 
er’s house next door in Denbigh Road, 
Luton, in the middle of the night he 
rushed over to investigate. 

To his horror he walked into the front 
room where he found a man pointing a 
handgun at her and his niece, while three 
other robbers were attacking his 21-year- 
old brother Shah upstairs. 

Mr Miah said: “My first reaction was to 
save my mum so I rushed him and 
grabbed for the gun. 

“I also punched him in the mouth as I 
was holding onto it, which dazed him. 

“He then called for the other three men 
who were upstairs who were beating up 
my brother with a baseball bat. 

“They came downstairs and started 
punching me. They then ran out. I didn't 
run after them because I went to check on 
my mum. 

“My mum is really shocked as we all are. 
She won’t leave the house now No one 
expects this to happen, it's the sort of 
thing that happens in movies. They stole 
three mobile phones. We want to put out 
an appeal to get them caught.” 


Luckily Mr Miah and his brother only 
suffered cuts and bruising during the 
attack at 12.50am on April 28. 

The robbers had demanded money and 
gold before searching the property. 

No arrests have yet been made and 
Detective Constable Nicole McCaffrey, 
investigating, said: “This incident did 
cause a lot of noise and it is possible that 
members of the public may have seen the 
men making their escape or they also may 
have seen someone acting suspiciously.” 

The first attacker is described as stocky, 
black, in his 20s, around 6ft tall and wear¬ 


ing a black Adidas top and dark trousers. 
The second was slim, black, in his early 
20s, around 6ft and dressed all in black, 
while a third was of mixed race appear¬ 
ance, also in his early 20s, around 5ft lOins 
with a medium build. He was wearing a 
black and white checked scarf over his 
head and cream traditional Islamic attire. 

There is no description available of the 
fourth.

Labour increases hold 
in Luton as Lib Dems 
suffer massive setback 


LABOUR swept to victory 
- and the Liberal 
Democrats suffered huge 
losses - at Thursday 
night’s Luton Borough 
Council elections. 

The red party 
strengthened their grip 
on the Town Hall and now 
hold 36 of the 48 seats, 
while the Liberal 
Democrats lost more than 
half of their seats, with 
their total being reduced 
from 17 to just eight. The 
Conservatives lost two 
taking them down to four 
seats. 

Smiling Labour 
councillor Hazel Simmons, 
leader of the council, said: 
“It is fantastic news for 
Labour and we are really, 
really pleased. 

“I’m also convinced it’s 
fantastic news for the 
town which is important.” 

Luton remains one of 
the very few councils in 


the eastern region of the 
country to be Labour- 
controlled. 

The results of Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s 
elections were declared 
on Friday afternoon. 

The Conservatives kept 
their stranglehold on the 
council, securing 49 of 
the 59 ward seats. 

Labour got its first 
councillor on the unitary 
authority - Roger 
Pepworth, for Dunstable 
Manshead ward - since it 
was created in 2009. 

The Liberal Democrats 
saw their seats on the 
council more than halved 
from 11 down to five.

Clegg factor sees Lib 
Dems the big losers

IT was a dark night for the Liberal 
Democrats on Thursday after big loss¬ 
es saw Labour streak ahead at the 
Town Hall, capitalising on the dimin¬ 
ishing national support for Nick 
Clegg's party. 

The atmosphere was tense as each 
candidate awaited their results at 
Stopsley Regional Leisure Centre, in St 
Thomas’s Road, where the Luton 
Borough Council count was held, and 
the night revealed the Lib Dems had 
suffered a heavy defeat - just as they 
had across the country. 

The Luton Labour group saw their 
seats total rise from 25 to 36, while the 
Lib Dems have been whittled down to 
just eight from 17. 

When speaking about whether Labour 
councillors had foreseen such substan¬ 
tial gains, council leader Hazel 
Simmons said: “On the doorstep there 
was a prediction that we were going to 
win seats but how many and the exact 
numbers involved were unknown. 
There is always uncertainty until the 
day comes. 

“I would just like to say thank you for 
all the continuing support and we [the 
council] will give our full commitment 
to do the best for the town as we have 
done. I think we are the biggest Labour 
council gain the eastern region which is 
fantastic.” 



The current Town Hall make-up is a far 
cry from the Lib Dems’ dominance of 
the council between 2003 and 2007. 

Lib Dem group leader Cllr David 
Franks (above) criticised his own party’s 
‘national leadership’ for not explaining 
things properly. 

He said: “Of course it is disappointing 
to see valued colleagues lose their seats 
but the result is certainly not the 'wipe¬ 
out' Labour have been predicting. 

“However, the Liberal Democrat input 
into government has been extremely 
beneficial, the new student fees 
arrangements for example will leave 
most students far better off than they 
would have been under the previous 



Labour government scheme. The plain 
fact is the Liberal Democrat national 
leadership has consistently failed to 
explain the benefits in words ordinary 
people can hear and understand, some¬ 
thing we have been pointing out to 
them for some time. Hopefully they 
have now woken up.” 

The Tories saw their total seats 
reduced from six to four. 

Conservative group leader Michael 
Garrett (above), who retained his 
Icknield seat, said: “I think it is a sad day 
for Luton. The Conservative Party had a 
great deal to offer the people of Luton 
but unfortunately they [the electorate] 
decided to stick with Labour.” 


Round Green 
the crowning 
glory in the 
Labour poll 
success story 

LABOUR’S biggest 
gain - and the Liberal 
Democrats’ biggest 
loss-was in Round 
Green on Thursday 
night. 

The Lib Dems 
conceded all three 
seats to red 
candidates Yaqub 
Hanif, Mark Rivers and 
Mohammed Fazil Zia 
in a total wipeout of 
the ward.

Roger’s reward for 
spot of hard Labour

THE Conservatives maintained their 
domination of Central Bedfordshire 
Council at Thursday’s elections. 

But there was a solitary ray of hope for 
Labour, who gained their first ever coun¬ 
cillor on the authority since its creation 
two years ago. 

Of Central Beds’ 30 wards, 11 are locat¬ 
ed in south Bedfordshire. Six of these 
went to the Tories - Caddington, 
Dunstable Central, Dunstable-Icknield, 
Dunstable-Watling, Eaton Bray and 
Toddington. 

In a comical moment which defused 
the tension of the count, returning offi¬ 
cer Richard Carr - Central Beds’ chief 
executive - accidently announced 
Conservative councillor Richard Stay’s 
result as 200 instead of 2,000. He was re¬ 
elected for Caddington ward. 

Cllr Stay said: “Well it’s good to see we 
have a chief executive with a sense of 
humour. I knew he was having a joke at 
my expense. I said to him ‘I’ll see you on 
Monday’.” 

Labour’s new councillor, Roger 
Pepworth (above left), pipped 
Conservative candidate John Kane to the 
Dunstable Manshead ward seat by just 
seven votes. 

He said: “It’s absolutely great and I 
believe it is the start of the big fightback. 

“I had to have two recounts because it 
was so close. I was so nervous. 

“I went to the doctors this morning to 
have something put in to monitor my 
heart rate and I’m going to have to 



explain why my heart’s been all over the 
place. 

“I’ve been a headteacher for 20 years so 
I know how to make my voice heard.” 

Speaking about the Conservatives’ tight 
grip on Central Beds, Cllr Stay (above 
right) said: “We have built a very strong 
platform in the last two years. 

“We have been judged by Price 
WaterhouseCoopers as the highest per¬ 
forming council out of 16 statistical 
neighbours, which is very pleasing. 

“It proves we are on the right track. We 
have had to make efficiency savings of 
£50 million in the last two years and we 
have more to do but we are very pleased 
that the people of Central Bedfordshire 
have confidence that we can continue to 
deliver good services efficiently and it 



would be polite to say thank you and we 
hope we won’t let you down.” Parkside 
and Houghton Hall wards are Lib Dem- 
controlled, while two Independent 
candidates were elected in Barton-le- 
Clay and Dunstable Northfields. 

Meanwhile, AV voters in Luton and 
Central Bedfordshire delivered a firm No 
in Thursday’s referendum. 

In Luton, 34,980 gave AV the thumbs- 
down - more than double the 16,002 who 
were for changing the first-past-the-post 
system. 

In Central Bedfordshire, just 21,774 
voted for AV, which was far lower than 
the 58,496 total for those who wanted to 
keep the current system. The results 
largely reflected the national picture, in 
which AV was decisively shunned.

Family’s sorrow as firefighter 
is cleared over fatal accident

THE five daughters of a 
driver who died after his 
car was struck by a fire 
truck responding to a 999 
call have spoken of their 
loss saying: ‘Without dad 
there is no happiness’. 

On Friday firefighter 


Robert Hulatt (below left) 
was cleared of causing 
death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing and also found not 
guilty of the alternative 
charge of causing death by 
careless driving by a jury 
at Luton Crown Court. 

All the sirens and flash¬ 
ing lights were in use as he 
approached the red traffic 
lights at Chapel Street and 
Windsor Street, Luton, 
and the bullhorn was also 
sounded. 

A taxi on the left stopped 
for him, but a silver Astra 
emerged from the right 
and was struck side on by 
the fire engine. It rolled 
over and crashed into the 
wall of a disused pub, said 
prosecutor Wayne Cleaver. 
The engine’s speed was 
estimated at 28mph at the 
time of impact. 


The Astra driver, 52- 
year-old Abdul Lateef 
Sheikh, of Marlow Avenue, 
Luton, was cut free from 
the car but died from his 
multiple injuries 25 days 
later. His wife, Saeeda, 48 
and three of his daughters 
Anam, 22, Iqra, 13, and 
Zahra, 16, were all injured 
in the crash and have 
emotional and physical 
scars from their injuries. 

Oldest daughter Sadiyah, 
who was on holiday in 
Pakistan at the time of the 
collision, said: “He always 
said that celebrating our 
little happinesses in life 
made us realise not to take 
what we have for granted. 
For me, happiness was 
dad, and without dad 
there is no happiness. 

“Mum is no longer the 
same woman we know as

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Teen is jailed for 
raping girl of four

A TEENAGER who raped a four- 
year-old girl in a play park has 
been jailed for five years. 

The 17-year-old, of Houghton 
Regis, was sentenced on Friday 
for attacking the girl on August 
13, 2009, at Emberton Park in 
Olney, Milton Keynes. 

The victim had gone with her 
family to feed the ducks when the 
boy approached her as she 
played in a busy children’s area at 
around 3.30pm. 

Twelve days later the girl identi¬ 
fied the offender, who was still 
wearing the distinctive T-shirt 
(pictured) he had worn at the 
time of the rape, in a shop. Police

were called and the boy was 
arrested and later charged. 

He was found guilty of rape by a 
jury at Huntingdon Crown Court 
after a 14-day trial last fuly. 

The boy, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, was jailed at 


Huntington Crown Court by His 
Honour fudge Coleman. 

Detective Chief Inspector Peter 
Vigurs, who led the Thames 
Valley Police investigation, said: 
“We are pleased for the victim 
and her family that the offender 
in this case has now been 
sentenced. 

“The victim has been incredibly 
brave throughout the investiga¬ 
tion and the subsequent court 
cases and seeing her giving evi¬ 
dence reminded me of how brave 
she has been. 

“Despite her young age, she was 
able to give a detailed account of 
what happened to her. 

“I hope now both the victim and 
her family can start to put this 
ordeal behind them.” 


Witnesses sought after 18-year-old’s jaw broken 


A TEENAGER had his jaw broken 
when he was attacked near a 
friend’s home. 

The 18-year-old was sitting 
outside the house in Oakley Road, 
Luton, on April 28 at around 
midday when a man shouted an 
insult at the victim before he got 
off his bicycle. 

He abused him further and 
kicked him from behind, punching 


him in the face before leaving the 
scene. 

In a separate incident a 17-year- 
old girl was walking home on 
Wednesday between 3.45pm and 
4.05pm when a man tried to talk 
to her. 

When the student got to an 
alleyway in Bishopscote Road, 
Luton, the man placed his arm 
around the victim and then kissed 


her on her cheek. She tried to 
walk way but as she did the man 
grabbed her bottom and 
continued to follow her for a short 
distance.

Women guilty of 
part in pub attack

ALL hell broke loose in a pub with 
a man being seriously injured 
when a bottle was struck on his 
head and his girlfriend punched to 
the floor. 

Alistair Tatham received serious 
injuries and Melanie Bruce was 
bruised on the side of her face 
when trouble erupted at the Old 
Sugar Loaf in High Street, 
Dunstable, Luton Crown Court 
heard on Thursday. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Bertram said 
the couple had left home at 
10.30pm to go out in Dunstable 
town centre. 

They went to a bar and then on to 
the Old Sugar Loaf. At lam on 
August 31, 2009, Charlotte 

O’Halloran, 26, bumped into Ms 


Bruce on the dance floor and there 
was ‘staring between them’. Half an 
hour later the couple went outside 
for a cigarette but their path was 
partially blocked by O’Halloran. Ms 
Bruce, who had apologised for the 
earlier incident, said sorry again. 

Mr Bertram said Donna Keogh, 
31, then said something unpleasant 
to them and O’Halloran said: ‘Do 
you want to take this outside?’ 

O’Halloran punched Miss Bruce 
to the side of the face, causing her 
to fall to the floor and when Mr 
Tatham went to intervene someone 
struck him with a bottle, causing 
very serious injuries. 

The prosecutor said: “We cannot 
prove who struck Mr Tatham.” 

Bar staff intervened and the police 
were called. O’Halloran was arrest¬ 
ed in the car park and Keogh inside 
the building 


Keogh, of Roman Road, Luton, 
pleaded guilty to affray and 
O’Halloran, of Jasmine Road, 
Luton, admitted causing actual 
bodily harm. 

Kevin Molloy, defending 
O’Halloran, said she accepted hit¬ 
ting Ms Bruce, but that a third party 
had been responsible for the 
injuries to her partner. He said she 
had not been in trouble since that 
night. 

O’Halloran, who is on benefits, 
has two young children, is expect¬ 
ing a third and looks after her 
teenage niece. 

Defending Keogh, Greg Unwin 
said she had not attacked Mr 
Tatham but had admitted being 
involved in the trouble. In a police 
interview she said ‘all hell had bro¬ 
ken loose’. 

Judge Michael Baker QC passed a 
12 month community order on 
both women. 

O’Halloran is to be electronically 
tagged for six months between 7pm 
and 7am and has been banned 
from the Old Sugar Loaf for a year. 
She must pay her victim £500 com¬ 
pensation at the rate of £20 a fort¬ 
night. 

Keogh must carry out 200 hours of 
unpaid work, is also banned from 
the Old Sugar Loaf for a year and 
must pay £500 prosecution costs.

LAST month saw the 80th anniversary of the first Vauxhall’s 
Bedford truck produced in Luton marked with the launch of 
a new exhibition at Stockwood Park Discovery Centre. 
Despite being a long time decommissioned, it is still one of 
the most familiar names in the motor industry. Reporter 
SOPHIE SCOTT takes a look at the famous vehicle, which has 
sold millions across the world, in its past and present forms. 


EIGHTY years ago the first 
Bedford truck rolled off the 
production line at the Vauxhall 
plant in Kimpton Road. 

Its success meant that, from 
when the first lorry was built in 
April 1931, more than 8,000 men 
were employed in the 
manufacture of the vehicles. 

More than 3.2 million have 
now been produced with half of 
those being exported, while a 
quarter of a million were 
supplied to the allied forces in 
the Second World War. 

Its appeal was so large the 
Bedford truck was shipped 
worldwide to 118 countries - 
from Africa to Pakistan to 
Malaysia - and they are still in 
use today, despite manufacture 
ceasing in 1983. 

The last truck came off the line 
at Luton on fuly 15,1955, with 
more than 700,000 built in the 
town, before the new Dunstable 
factory opened in August that 
year and took over the entire 
commercial build. 

And, forging even stronger links 
the town has with Pakistan is the 
truck itself. It is one of the most 
popular vehicles still in use in 
Pakistan and reviving interest in 
the vehicle is a new exhibition 
at the Stockwood Discovery 
Centre in London Road, Luton, 
which shows the vintage trucks 
decorated in a traditional 
Pakistani folk art style. 

Linely and brightly decorated 
trucks are a tradition in Pakistan. 
The decorated trucks display 
much of what the drivers are 


fond of and what is most 
important to them. Pakistani 
truckers spend a significant 
proportion of their income on 
having their vehicle decorated as 
it represents who they are and, 
for much of the time, it also 
serves as a home.

exhibition and explained the 
ideas behind the project. 

He said: “We had one of the 
foremost truck artists, Haider 
Ali, come over here to help as 
well as a Romany gypsy painter 
from East Anglia called Rory 
Coxhill who had gone over to 
Pakistan to do an apprenticeship 
on truck art. 

“The group went to Karachi 
and Lahore, and we had three 
young adults from Pakistani 
British origin and three who 
were white English. 

“For many it was their first time 
there, and even for those who 
had been over when they were 
younger with families, they had 
gone to weddings in small 
villages and not seen all the 
museums and historic buildings 
we went to. 

“The idea was originally mine 
when I went to Pakistan many 
years ago. 

“It was more to do with the 
trucks but the links between 
Luton and Pakistan happened 
through the Bedford truck. 

“They were exported there and 
I was totally taken aback by the 
way the trucks and the buses 
were decorated and created by 
artists and artisans. 

“They were mainly coming over 
in the sixties and they just kept 
reconditioning them. I had never 


seen a truck like it. Something 
else was created out of the Luton 
product. It was transformed. 

“My father worked on the 
production line at the factory in 
the early sixties and he, like 
others, came for Vauxhall. 

“There are only two decorated 
Bedford trucks outside Pakistan, 
one in the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington DC 
and the other, rightly, in Luton. 

“I think this will preserve the 


joint and shared heritage 
between Luton and Pakistan.” 

The colourful display will take 
part in the carnival at the end of 
the month before becoming part 
of the permanent exhibition at 
the centre. 

The Bedford truck holds an 
important place in Luton’s 
history and, hopefully, the 
revitalisation and innovation of 
the Truck Art project will make 
sure it is part of its future.

No surprises as Lib 
Dems pay the price 


T HE people have spoken. And 
what they have said is pretty 
clear and not totally surprising. 
The Conservative vote has 
generally held up, Labour has done 
well and the Lib Dems have been 
hammered - with the exception of 
the Bedford Mayor, more of which 
later. 

This was predicted and 
predictable.. And the Lib Dems have 
no-one to blame but themselves. 
There is nothing wrong with being in 
a coalition, although personally I am 
not keen. But the Lib Dems went 
into last year’s General Election 
passionately believing in a variety of 
policies and causes, which they 
ditched at the first whiff of a 
ministerial car. 

There is an old saying in politics 
about weak Governments being in 
office but not in power. That phrase 
applies to the Lib Dems in spades. 

They jumped at the chance of the 
trappings of office and have reaped 
the whirlwind. And it is difficult to 
see them recovering in the near 
future. If you like what the 
Government is doing, you are likely 
to vote Conservative, if not, Labour. 

Apart from loyal members and 
supporters, there are not many of 
the disaffected who will look to the 
Lib Dems for help. 

They have also lost trust among 
many former supporters, 
particularly students, which will not 
be easy to regain. Ironic that we are 
voting on whether to have an 
Alternative Voting [AV] system at a 
time we may be returning to two 
party politics. In Luton the Lib Dems 
lost nine seats while the local Labour 


juggernaut gained 11 extra 
councillors. More than ever, Luton is 
an island of red in a sea of blue. 

Meanwhile one of its neighbours, 
with whom it has to work closely on 
some issues, Central Beds, is as blue 
as ever. Of the 59 seats, 49 are 
Conservative. The only real election 
will be an internal one, as Tricia 
Turner is standing down as leader. 
One surprise, though, is that Central 
Beds now has its first Labour 
councillor. Let’s hope Roger 
Pepworth does not get too lonely. 

The political Tsunami that swept 
Lib Dems away all over the country 
missed Bedford Borough’s Mayor, 
Dave Hodgson. 

He won the mayoralty in 2009, 
following the death of Frank 
Branston. At that time, the Lib Dems 
were riding high, both nationally and 
locally. Dave did a reasonable job as 
Mayor but was constrained by the 
economic circumstances. 

Still he managed to retain the seat, 
partly by not inviting any national Lib 
Dems and quietly distancing himself 
from the national party. 

This was a shock for the 
Conservatives, who were 
confidently predicting victory. 

Conservative candidate John 
Guthrie was left relying on 
second preferences and no-one 


puts the Conservatives as second 
preference. 

The Labour candidate, Michelle 
Harris, also surprised a few people 
by trebling the Labour vote. 

In Bedford Borough the Lib Dems 
also did not have such a bad time as 
nationally and comfortably held on 
to their heartland in Brickhill and 
Putnoe. Their leader, however, Nick 
Charsley, did lose his seat. 

Labour and Conservatives made 
gains and Nicky Attenborough, long 
serving Conservative councillor who 
switched to an Independent, lost to 
Labour. 

And what about AV? It came and 
it went. In the Bedford Borough, 
people voted two to one against. 

It was wrong to put it in the mix 
with ordinary elections, as I am sure 
some voted against just to further 
rub Lib Dem noses in it. I am not a 
fan but it was not given a fair run. 

So what does it all mean? Too 
early to tell is the obvious answer. 

But Luton remains a Labour 
stronghold, Central Beds a 
Conservative stronghold and 
Bedford Borough its usual mish¬ 
mash of all three parties in the mix 
and no-one in charge. 

Let us hope they avoid being at 
each other’s throats or we all might 
suffer.

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Khan’s men renew

LUTONIAN host town rivals Luton Town & 
Indian at new ground Knebworth Park 
looking to kick-start their Bedfordshire 
County Cricket League Premier Division 
campaign following last weekend’s six 
wicket defeat to champions Flitwick. 

After finishing as runners-up to the 
Otters last summer, Lutonian ended their 
13-year residence at Toddington Manor to 
move to the Hertfordshire ground. 

It wasn’t a great start last Sunday as 
they hosted a clash of the previous term’s 
top two. Captain Asif Khan won the toss 
and elected to bat first despite it being 
very dry and unlikely to bounce too high. 

Flitwick’s Damien Dunlop got the first 
wicket when he trapped Naeem Khan Ibw 
with the score on eight. The ball remained 
on top despite a decent second wicket 
partnership between Sajid Dar and 
Mahmood Ali, which ended when Dunlop 
bowled the latter with the score at 43-2. 

George Thurstance, who will play for 
Bedfordshire today in their MCCA Trophy 
opener at home to county rivals 
Hertfordshire, was next amongst the 
wickets when he got three quick ones 
taking Sajid Dar and Mohammed Haroon in 
successive balls, before finishing off Sharif 
Sharif who slashed to Steve Davies for one. 

There was a final five overs assault from 
Asif Khan [54] and Ahtzaz Ahmed on an 
unbeaten 25 that saw the scoreboard 
rocket to 184-9. 

The Otters’ chase did not start well as 
Tom Underwood was bowled for two runs. 
But Tom Russell and Davies put together a 
solid second wicket to move to 54-2 
before the former was sent back to the 
pavilion. 

A solid partnership grew between Davies 
and Thurstance to reach 96 before Davies 
slashed to a deep fly fourth slip and was 
well caught by Ahtzaz Ahmed on Neeam 
Khan Bowling for 37. 

Carl Ferguson went in at number five 
for his first innings of the season and soon 
found form. As the ask began to threaten 
five runs per over, the accelerator was 
pressed and despite losing George 
Thurstance when he snicked off to Naeem 
Khan off Ahtzaz Ahmed’s bowling for 26, 
Ferguson and Suranjith Silva registered a 
number of boundaries to take the match 
away from Lutonian. 

Ferguson ended up with 40 not out from 
52 balls and Silva finished with an 
unbeaten 35 from 25 to get their season 
off to a flying start.

WHAT a difference a year makes. 

This time 12 months ago Luton 
Town had travelled up to York with 
hopes of promotion back to the 
Football League only to pepper 
their goal but still lose 1-0. It 
proved an insurmountable hurdle 
as the Minstermen came down to 
Bedfordshire and finished the 
Hatters off by the same score in the 
second leg, consigning them to a 
second season in the non-league. 

That was Town’s second failure in 
the end of season lottery that is the 
play-offs after getting dumped out 
of the 1997 League One shake-up, 
losing 2-1 at Crewe Alexandra and 
only drawing 2-2 at home. 

Then, this season, Luton lost out 
to Mansfield in a two-legged FA 
Trophy semi-final, again after los¬ 
ing the first match. 

The omens weren’t good so, at the 
start of this week, with a two- 
legged tie against Wrexham staring 
Luton in the face it is safe to say 
that supporters’ nerves were 
already beginning to twitch. But 35 
minutes into Thursday night’s first 
clash and everyone of the travelling 
Town faithful would have been in 
dreamland. 

Three, it seems, is the magic 
number this time around. It’s third 


grass of home 

time lucky in play-off competition 
for both the club and manager 
Gary Brabin. And, at the third 
attempt to claim victory over 
Wrexham, it was three wonderful 
goals that did it. 

But it was the manner of victory 
which will have Hatters’ fans think¬ 
ing of a return to the Football 
League is drawing ever closer. Yes, 
there is the important matter of the 
return tie at Kenilworth Road on 
Tuesday night (7.45pm) but surely 
a place in the Blue Square Bet 
Premier final on May 21 is theirs to 
throw away? 

Last season and occasionally this, 
Luton have laid waste to the min¬ 
nows of the Conference but barring 
this campaign’s 4-0 and 5-0 routs at 
home to Darlington and York 
respectively they have consistently 
flattered to deceive against the 
division’s elite of former Football 
League clubs - especially on the 
road. 

Wonder strikes from Alex Lawless, 
Claude Gnakpa and Ed Asafu- 
Adjaye - fit to grace a higher stage - 
laid waste to that matter in 45 
exhilarating minutes at the 
Racecourse on Thursday night that 
confirmed the hunt for promotion 
is most certainly on. 

Save for the woodwork being 
struck twice by Jake Howells and 
Zdenek Kroca, plus a few decent 



saves from Red Dragons’ stopper 
Chris Maxwell, this semi-final 
could well and truly have been put 
to bed after 90 minutes. Judging by 
the half time whistle which was 
greeted with Welsh boos while 
Elton John’s ‘Don’t Go Breaking My 
Heart’ blasted over the tannoy, the 
hosts thought it was. 

In truth, the only thing that went 
wrong for Luton this time was that 
their coach broke down on the 
M54, 20 miles away from a ground 
that they had not won in since the 
2-J triumph back in 2005 that 
secured the League One title. 

Nobody would have thought that 
six months after that, then in the 
heady heights of the 


Championship, that the club would 
register its last victory in the 
Principality for six years with a 2-J 
win at Cardiff. 

Six times they had tried in the 
intervening years and six times 
they had failed to take more than a 
draw back across the River Severn 
(seven if you count the 2-2 draw at 
Chester City in 2009, as the Deva 
Stadium pitch straddled across the 
English-Welsh border, while last 
season’s result was expunged when 
the Seals were wound up). 

Then on Thursday, omens, form 
and recent history were all blown 
away in a Blitzkrieg of brilliance from 
Brabin’s men that no-one expected, 
except for the man at the helm. I’m a 


Hatters chief pours cold water on talk of Eastlands final 


GARY Brabin is not counting his chickens yet in 
the hunt for promotion from the Conference as 
he knows better than anyone that miracles can 
happen. 

His Luton Town side sit in a commanding 
position after the 3-0 play-off semi-final first leg 
annihilation of Wrexham on Thursday night. The 
second leg at Kenilworth Road on Tuesday 
[7.45pm] would seem a formality and they are 
favourites to seal a place in the Blue Square Bet 
Premier play-off final at the City of Manchester 
Stadium on Saturday, May 21. 

But the Hatters chief masterminded a second 
leg turnaround while in charge of Cambridge 
United in 2009. Then his side recovered from 3-1 
down at Stevenage to win 3-0 in extra time of the 
return clash and reach the play-off final. 

So while Luton’s loyal travelling support sang 
their hearts out long after the final whistle had 
blown at the Racecourse Ground, Brabin was 
quick to issue a word of caution. 

“We won’t be thinking about Eastlands,” he said. 
“It is by no means over. The pressure is on us now 


because people will be thinking that it is a foregone 
conclusion, and it’s not. I’ve been in the situation 
where I’ve been on the receiving end of that and 
it’s gone the other way. I know from experience 
that it is by no means over. 

“It happens and it’s a nervous thing when a team 
comes who have nothing to lose. If they get an 
early goal then all of a sudden it’s a different 
game. Anything could happen and I don’t want to 
put the dampeners on things but we are by no 
means through. We are just looking at getting 
back into training, monitoring players and instilling 
what we want for the next game. 

“I’m proud of the lads in the way that they’ve 
performed. I’m going to sound like a damp squib 
but I’m going to be pulling them back down to 
earth again over the next few days.” 

But Brabin did give an indication that he wouldn’t 
be sending a team out on Tuesday to sit on a lead. 

“It dangerous,” he said. “We just want to keep 
playing football the way we have been - in the right 
manner. We have some good footballers and we 
are not the type of team that is going to sit back.”

very optimistic person/’ said the 
manager. “We’ve worked on a lot 
and I think most of that was chan¬ 
nelled through the performance. 

“It’s no surprise to me because 
there is some real quality in the 
group of players that we’ve got 
here.

Indeed, the job is only half done 
but in the cauldron atmosphere of 
Kenilworth Road in two days time 
Brabin expects the crowd to be the 
12th man and spur his men on to a 


final, potentially against

“They [fans] were fantastic and 
they’re going to play a really 
important part for us,” said the 
boss, who struggled to make him¬ 
self heard in his post match inter¬ 
views over the joyous din created 
by the Town fans kept back in the 
stadium for safety reasons. 

“I keep going on about the con¬ 
nection between the supporters 
and the players. It gives them a real 
lift.” 

The message was clear - they 
must first complete Mission 
Manchester and once there, go all 
guns blazing in Project Promotion. 


Claude applauds doc’s handiwork 


CLAUDE Gnakpa revealed how he 
wouldn’t have been able to smash 
a thunderbolt past Wrexham 
keeper Chris Maxwell were it not 
for the work of the Luton Town 
medical staff. 

The Frenchman belted through 
the eye of a needle to find the top 
corner for Hatters’ second goal 
against the Welsh side, on their 
way to a 3-0 Conference play-off 
first leg win that he puts his side 
in the box seat to reach the final 
at Eastlands a week on Saturday. 

It was not the first time the 
winger had thumped in from 
range after goals at Darlington 
and Kidderminster but it was a 
strike that was made all the more 
astounding with a foot that has 
been causing him problems. 

“I’ve been struggling with my 
foot,” said Gnakpa. “I want to 


thank the medical staff and Simon 
Parsell for making sure I didn’t 
feel any pain in my right foot.” 

The Marseilles-born midfielder 
was unleashed on an 
unsuspecting Wrexham outfit in a 
front three alongside Jason 
Walker and Robbie Willmott and 
he terrorised the Red Dragons in 
the first half. 

It was a formation first tried by 
manager Gary Brabin in the 1-1 
league draw at Crawley last 
month and Gnakpa believes the 
fruits of the experiment were 
there for all to see on Thursday 
night. 

“We went there to win but to 
win in that way was great,” he 
said. 

“I’m more free [in that 
formation] and I am just enjoying 
it. 


So destructive was he that 
Wrexham closely shadowed him 
in the second half, but he expects 
to perform to his maximum again 
in the second leg at Kenilworth 
Road. 

He said: “I wasn’t at my best in 
the second half but I’m sure it will 
be a different game at home. 

“It will be a full house. We are 
halfway to Manchester and it is 
important to win at home in front 
of our fans.” 

And Gnakpa saluted the Town 
faithful who showed their 
appreciation when he was 
replaced by Matthew Barnes- 
Homer on 82 minutes.

Ed defies odds to prove he 
is not the forgotten man 


SOMEONE could make a killing 
before Tuesday’s play-off second leg 
if they print up a batch of ‘I was 
there when Ed Asafu-Adjaye scored’ 
t-shirts, but the defender revealed 
that there are already a few people 
better off after he broke his senior 
duck on Thursday. 

The full back, who was left out in 
the cold by previous manager 
Richard Money and loaned to Histon 
two months ago, put the stamp on a 
remarkable return to the Luton Town 
fold by netting his first ever goal as 
the Hatters racked up an impressive 
3-0 play-off first leg win over 
Wrexham. 

Asafu-Adjaye revealed afterwards 
that there will be a few of his friends 
happier than anyone that his three- 
year goalless streak came to an end. 

“The odds on me were 66-1 to 
score at any point and I’m sure there 
are a few people who may have 
fancied the odd quid or the odd 
fiver,” he said. 

Asafu-Adjaye’s goal on 35 minutes

He said: “It was my first senior goal 
and a very happy moment for me.

Obviously, I was out of the picture 
beforehand, under the last manager, 
but it’s very nice to be trusted, be 
given a chance and hopefully I’ve 
taken it.” 

Asafu-Adjaye is now desperate to 
run out in front of the Kenilworth 
Road faithful in two days time for 
the return match, ready for a 
rapturous reception for him and his 
team-mates. 

“I can’t wait,” he said. “There could 
be many more goals in it for us and 
when we take it home on Tuesday I 
think we need to come out of the 
blocks, get a goal early and seal the 
game off. If we can get a full house 
on Tuesday night it will be a 12th 
man behind us and it will make it 
much easier for us to seal the game 
off as early as possible. 

“We are only halfway and fingers 
crossed we can build on that on 
Tuesday. I don’t think we’ll sit back 
on three goals - we are going to go 
for it.”
